night of the murder,

Fredericks tried to sell him the 
watch at that time. 
At the opening of the hearing 
two weeks ago, four negroes tes­ 
tified that they saw Fredericks 
give Allard’s timepiece to Fred 
"Ted” Wilson, another negro, in 
a craps game played when 
the 
circus train stopped to feed and 
water the livestock while enroute 
from Sault Ste. Marl** to Calumet 
They also testified that they saw 
Allard selling moonshine liquor 
on the circus lot here, and that 
after th» circus 
left 
Escanaba 
Fredericks was selling liquor on 
the train.

when Allard was murdered, his 
player took a Jug of whisky from 
him In addition to his watch and 
about twenty doHar* in cash.
